A MODEL DEMOCRATIC REFORMER. 

The latest Democratic reformer to be in- 
vestigated is Talon, the Democratic-Reform 
Governor of Wisconsin. The result of the 
investigation, as of every letting of daylight 
in upon the record of Democratic profession- 
al reformers, is to expose this Democratic- 
Reform Governor as a fraud, and to convict 
him of misappropriation of public moneys in 
such sneaking fashion as does not rise even 
to the dignity of petit larceny.

Taytorn was himself sworn as a 
witness, and testified before the Investigat- 
ing Committee. And in his own sworn 
statement is it that he exhibits himself as 
the paltriest official peculator on record. 
Thus he was asked as to the following item, 
for which there was no Voucher : 

Aug. 1, 1874,—Expenses to and from Milwau- 
kee of staff to attend Light Guard anniversary, 
$47. 65. 

His answer (we quote from the official re- 
port of his testimony) was that this in- 
cludes his own expenses also; balance of 
charges above voucher of $17.25 was for 
hack-hire and several items, for which no 
voucher was taken; was of impression that 
$47.65 was expended at the time for pur- 
poses mentioned.” That is, he took a trip 


from Madison to Milwaukee, attended the 


pienie of a volunteer company, and, besides 
charging the State $17.25 for his hack-hire, 
spent $47.65 additional while there, and 
charged it all to the contingent fund. At 
the same time, by the amendment to the 
Wisconsin Constitution, adopted in 1869, his 
salary of $5,000, it was provided, should be 
„im full for all traveling or other expenses 
incident to his duties,” so that he was not 
entitled to one dollar of the amount, even 
had he expended so much in attending that 
picnic. 

So, in violation of this constitutional pro- 
hibition, he charges to the contingent fund 
his expenses on atrip to Milwaukee on the 
13th of May, 1874, $15; his expenses, July 
25, 1874, on a trip to Iowa, which he admits

THE NATIONAL APPROPRIATIONS, 

In virtually agreeing upon a basis for the 
army and sundry civil appropriations, the 
Senate and House have disposed of the most 
serious differences that existed between 
them, and we do not see why, with the prop- 
er disposition to do so, Congress should not 
be able to adjourn within days. There 
remain, it is true, the Legit ive, Executive, 
Judicial, and Consular and Diplomatic bills 
to dispose of, but an agreement upon the 
Army bill, which was the main occasion of 
the dissension, ought to induce a ready as- 
sent to the other measures. The position of 
the Senate in most of these disagreements 
has been just and patriotic. It has at no 
time, as far as we know, interposed to save 
appropriations which could be dispensed 
with without seriously injuring the public 
service. But it has insisted on two things, 
viz.: (1) that there shall not now bea re- 
duction below the actual necessities of the 
service for mere campaign purposes, and on- 
ly to be made up subsequently by de- 
ficiency appropriations; and (2) that 
the House shall not in the appro- 
propriation bills undertake to reorganize 
the various branches of the Government 
service, for which special investigation and 
separate legislation should be instituted. 
The justice of both these points is too ap- 
parent to be insisted upon. 

The House fully acceded in the final ar- 
rangement of the Army bill to the Senate’s 
position. Though there is a reduction of 
nearly $2,000,000 in the appropriations for 
the army, all attempts were abandoned to 
reduce the pay, diminish the numbers, and 
reorganize the army. With a formidable 
Indian war actually on our hands in the 
West, with the threatening attitude of the 
outlaws of the South, and with the De 
crats of Texas demanding still more é¢ffective 
army police along the Mexican border, it

JUSTICE COURTS. 


EFFORTS TO MANIPULATE JURIES. 
Some time ago Robert C. Clarke, a son-in-law 
of David A. Gage, commenced a suit of forcible 
detainer to obtain possession of a pieee of prop- 
erty situated in the Town of Riverside and 
known as the Atwood Farm, which Cornelius 
Sullivan, the defendant in the suit, was in pos- 
session of. The suit was brought before Justice 
George A. Meech, and Sullivan called for a jury. 
The plaintiff seeing or thinking that he saw 
something wrong in the call dismissed the suit 
only to take it up n short)y afterward. Then 
the plaintiff called fora jury. The veuire was 
made and placed in the hands of Constable Per- 
rine, a trustworthy man, who was given strict 
orders by Justice Meech to see that good 
business men composed the panel. The Con- 
stable followed orders strictly and summoned 
some of the most prominent business men of 
the South Side. ullivan saw it, and took a 
change of venue to Justice Haines, who placed 
the venire in the hands of Constable Perrine, 
who then summoned John Cox, contractor; 
J. Barstow, the hatter; A. O. Bassett, the 
fixture man; John Tyrrell, of Burley & iyr- 
rell; C. H. we, of Hamilton, Rowe & Co.; 
H. B. Kello , of Kellogg & Johnson; D. W. 
Keith, of Keith & Gale; M. A. 288 of 
Grannis & Farwell; H. J. Piggott; C. C. Loe; 
C. M. Smith; Thomas Mosher; Andrew Calla- 
han; W. D. Kerfoot; J. B. Mayo; and 
Mr. Bishop, of Bishop & Barnes. Some of them

when two men named Laimbier and Scanlon,— 
both of them Constables,—said to be in the em- 
ploy of the defendant Sullivan, began to try to 
ick a fuss with the jurymen. They succeeded 
fn doing so, and John Cox resented their abuse 
and knocked Scanlon down. Scanlon immedt- 
ately crossed over to Justice Meech’s court and 
swore out a warrant for Cox’s arrest. The pris- 
oner was brought in and told the Court the cir- 
cumstances, and that he was on a jury in Jus- 
tice Haines’ Court. Justice Meech took his rec- 
izance, and Mr. Cox returned to his jury. 
be case was tried and Sullivan defeated. 

In going out of the court-room with the ju 
Constable Perrine was roughly assaulted by Sul- 
the defendant, who accused the Constable 
of putting up a job” on him by sum- 
moning a respectable jury. ullivan 
— struck the Constable, which was 
seen by Justice Haines, who — Ae had the 
assaulter arrested, and fined him $25. Such are 
the facts of one of many casés where it is tried 
to pack the jury—a custom that has become 
very common of late, especially in the Justice 
Courts. There are a regular set of dead-beats, 
hangers-on, loafers, and criminals, who hang 
around the dispensaries of justice to pick up 
any little job that may come — such as sit- 
ting on a jury, perjuring themselves, or any- 
thing of the kind to make a little money, 
These men come very handy to the Constables 
when any crooked work is to be done, and there 
is np small amount of that kind of business 
done by these law-officers, about nine out of ten 
of whom should be in the Penitentiary. It is a 
notorious fact that when a man wants a og fom 
suit himself, all he has to do is to fee the Con- 

the venire, Who 


repeatedly and successfully 
every Justice Court in the city, and it is about 
time that something was done about it. At 
least Justice Meech has thought so for some 
time, and has done more than any other Justice 
to attempt to uncover the frauds that are of 
common “Gccurrence in and. around Justice 
Courts.

Justice Haines is troubled 
by the rascally aoings of Constables and other 
hangers-on, and has concluded that he will co- 
operate with Justice Meech to put an effectual 
stop to all such underhanded practices. The 
barefaced attempt, first to pack a jury, and sec- 
ondly, torbreak up one of respectable men al- 
ready impaneled, will doubtless result disas- 
trously to some of those engaged in it, for it is 
a crime punishable by several years in the Pen-

That the Board 
of Health as at present organized be and the same 
is hereby abolished, and that all of the powers and 
duties of snid Board shall be vested in and per- 
formed by an officer to be called Commissioner 
of Health“; who shall have the management and 
control of all matters and things now under the 
management of suid Board of Health.

1. 200 per anunm; an assistant atasalary of not 
exceeding $1,000 per annum; two meat inspectors 
and.thirteen sanitary policemen at salaries not ex- 
ceeding $60 per month, which latter shall have full 
police power and shall perform all the daties of 
sanitary policemen as are now provided by the

Maprison, Wis., July 20.—The preliminary ex- 
amination in the criminal suit for libel of Jeffer- 
son C. MekKenney, special Assistant-District- 
Attorney, against the editors of the Commercial 


Times, took place before Judge Braley in the 
Municipal Court here to-day. Mr. Chittenden 
was the only representative of the paper, and 
Mr. Jam . Flanders was its attorney. The 
Hon. 8, M. Pinney * for the prosecution. 
Copies of the Tunes of June 32 last. were pres- 
sented containing the alleged libel, charging 
McKenney with ect of ＋ 2 
siderations in sundry cases: copies of the 
paper of various dates in 1875 to 1 to show 
malice, admission of which were strenuously op- 
posed by defendant’s counsel. 

Mr. Frank Mason, a Post-Office clerk, testi- 
fied to the circulation of the paper here. Judge 
L. 8. Dixon testified that the gentlemen named 
in the complaint were the responsible editors of 
the Commercial Times, and that he had. talked 
with Mr. Chittenden, and told him references 
made to himself in the paper sometimes coupled 
with Mr. McKenney were unfounded, and cal- 
culated to misrepresent him, and that he as- 
sumed the responsibility for what appeared in 
the paper. 

Mr. Flanders then made a motion to dismiss 
the complaint on the ground that the paper 
was published in Milwaukee, and that the al- 
leged libel had not been written or composed 
within the jurisdiction of the Court, and 
claimed that it was a very novel proceeding to 
make the defendant come 100 miles from the 
place where the article was printed. 

Mr. Pinney replied that proof had been pre- 
sented that the defendants were the responsible 
editors of the Commercial Times; that it made 
no difference where the objectionable article 
was printed. It had been circulate? and pub- 
lished in Dane County, and gave numerous au- 
thorities to sustain his opinion that tbe Court 
bad a perfect right to e jurisdiction. 

Judge Braley held that wherever the libel is 
published the offense is committed, and con- 
sidered it his duty, under the law, to hold juris- 
diction. Personally he would be very glad to 
have the case tried by some other court. Catch- 
ing at thie Mr. Flanders proposed that the case 
be sent te the Circuit Court for trial, but Judge 
Braley decided that this could not be done.

LETTER FROM GOV. CHAMBERLAIN ON THE HAM- 
BURG MASSACRE. 


Wasnmorox, D. C., July 17.—Gov. Chamber- 


lain makes the following perspicuous statement 


concerning the affair at Hamburg, 8. C., a few

Cotumuia, July 13, 1876,—To the Hon. 7. J, 
Robertson, Uniled States Senator, Washington, 
D. U. Dran Sim: Your request for u statement 
from me of the recent bloody affair at 12 
thie State waa duly received. I have waited be- 
fore replying until official reports and statements 
should be received. There are now before me the 
official reports of the Attorney-General and the 
Adjutant and Inspector Generals, the testimony 
taken at the Coroner’s inquest, and the written 
statements of several other persons who were pres- 
ent and witnessed the whole or parts of the affair. 
I will present to you as briefly as possible the 
leading facts as they appear from the evidences to 
which f have referred. 

Un the 4th of July inst. 8 company of the 
State militia (colored) were marching along one of 
the streets of Hamburg. The street was over 1 
feet wide, and the company was marching in col- 
umns of fours. While so marching it was met by 
two young white men in a buggy. who insisted in 
keeping their course in the street without regard 
to the movements of the militia, and drove against 
the head of the column, which thereupon halted. 
Some parleying took place, which resulted in the 
company yielding, mes their ranks and allow- 
ing t oung men proceed on their course. 
On the following day the young men referred to 
took out warrants of arrest against some of the 
officers of the militia company, who were brought 
before a trial Justice for trial. The trial was af- 
terward adjourned till 4 p. m. on Saturday, the 
Sth inst. Before that hour arrived on Saturday 
many white citizens from the country around 
Hamburg began to gather in the town, armed with 
guns and pistols. The militias company, in the 
meanwhile, had assembled at their armory in the 
village, and at the hour set for trial the defendants 
did not appear. At this point it had been stated 
in dispatches and newspa that the militia offi- 
cers, having defied the authority of the trial Jus- 
tice. the citizens were called on to assist the trial 
Justice by acting as dis 22 Nothing of the 
kind, in fact, occurred. militia failed to ap- 
pear because of their fear of injury at the hands of 
the armed white men, an@the trial Justice, after 
formally calling them, took no further steps to 
cause their presence in his Court, on account of 
the excitement and the evidences of an impen 


conflict. 
While affairs were in this condition, there being 
according to all accounts, from 200 to 300 armed 
white men from the surrounding country in the 
town, a demand was made by the whites for the 
surrender to them of the arms of the militia. An 
hour or two in negotiations concerning this 
demand, the whites informing the militid company 
that if the arms were not given up inashort time 
(most of the witnesses say in a half hour) the 
whites would open fire on the militia. The mititia 
refused to deliver up their arms rr So the 
demand was wholly unwarranted and illegal, and 
that they had reason to fear for their lives if they 
ve up theirarms. A brisk fire was then opened 

y the whites upon the building in which the militia 
wese assembled, and, soon after, one of the at- 
tacking party was killed by a shot from the militia 
in the Walding. A piece of artillery was there -
